Small-Scale Irrigation 
It is a common error, even among 
experienced tanners and gardeners 
to consider the evils of deficient soil 
moisture

drought, when plants visibly suffer 
and crop yields are materially re­ 
duced However, there are other and 
greater reasons for planning a rti­ 
ficial irrigation.

It Is to 
bridge these brief but im portant 
gaps th at a simple m ethod of w at­ 
ering garden crops Is w arranted, 
even In seasons of norm al or heavier 
than norm al rainfall. 
Plants demand moisture to ren­ 
der plant foods soluble in the rooting 
soil. For example, lf commercial fcr 
tllizer Is applied In extremely dry 
soils, plant roots ar ewholly unable 
to take up the nourishm ent until 
sufficient moisture is applied, either 
in the form cf rain or by irrigation. 
to dissolve the 
.mall granules of 
fertilizer. The same Is true of most 
natural forms of plant foods. 
Of course, small gardeners And 
their mast difficult problem in devis­ 
ing a .suitable and 
a 
practicable 
m ethod of irrigation. They cannot 
afford elaborate overhead systems, 
such as many commercial growers 
find profitable. Too, they may lack 
sources of writer as well as ways to 
distribute it. But rarely is there a 
case where some rem edial m ethod of 
irrigation is impossible. 
Dangers Of Sprinkling 
If city wafer Is available, one of 
Die better ways to utilize it Is to al­ 
low water to run down shallow fur­ 
rows and soak into the ground. 
Sprinkling is often more injurious 
than beneficial for two reasons— (I) 
An insufficient am ount of moisture 
is usually applied; <2> C ertain plant 
diseases are spread by superficial 
sprinkling. 
Several years ago the porous hose 
method was widely recommended. 
Tills consisted of using fabric hose, 
such as fire departm ents use, and 
puncturing tile hose at frequent In­ 
tervals to perm it water to seep out 


where they are laid along the rows. | 
But of course, such equipment is 
difficult to obtain now But the p rln -1 
clple was sound and the idea Is 
worth remembering 
Perhaps the most desirable means 
of watering a small garden is to 
obtain kegs. old milk cans <10 gal- , 
Ion size), barrels and sim ilar con­ 
tainers and place them beside rows 
and hills of plants needing mois­ 
ture. Make small holes in the bot­ 
toms to perm it tile w ater to seep out 
gradually. Fill them in the evening 
and thereby enjoy the equivalent of 
an all-night rain. Rotate them to 
new locations the next evening. 
Gardeners who are so fortunate as 
to own a suitable tvjw* of engine and 
pump and have a liberal source of 
water within piping range of the 
garden may install equipm ent to 


bring ample m oisture to the entire 
area by using second-hand pipe and 
hose. 
Droughts are likely to rome every 
summer. And. as mentioned above, 
there arr periods when crops suffer 
from lack of moisture even when the 
rainfall is normal. Therefore, some 
simple 
system 
of 
irrigation 
will 
usually pay for its installation in 
one season where gardens are grown 
for home u.*e as well as for m arket­ 
ing. 


Lettuce seed germ inates best in 
a soil tem perature of OO to 65 de­ 
grees, If necessary to sow' when 
tem peratures are higher, place tile 
seed between moist cloths and store 
for several days on ice Dry the sur­ 
face of the seed before sowing.
